Ten-race programs have been run frequently on the 
half mile tracks of Canada, as well as at Minoru, 
but this is the only instance that cau be recalled 
when ten has la-cii exceeded. There has been no 
racing at Minoru Park for several days this week . 
in order l<> avoid conflict with t lie Provincial Ex 
hitdtioii. but the sport will lie resumed Saturday and 
continue uninterruptedly until the meeting closes 
soon afler the middle of September. 

BIG PRICE REFUSED FOR WHITE EAGLE.

$150.00(1 for the stallion. White Eagle, which is 
standing at the Tally St nil in Ireland. The horse, 
which was foaled in 1905. is bv Gallinule — Merry 
Gal. by Galopin- Mary Seaton. A< a twn-yenr-old 
lie won the Woodeote Stakes at Epsom and other 
valuable raees, and in bis second season, in addition 
to accounting for some valuable stake races, was 
s-'ond to Your Majesty for the Doncaster St. Leger. 
As a four-year-old he won tin- City and Suburban 
Tin- value of the races he placed to his owner’s 
credit was $83,552. He was sent to the stud in 
1910. 



BROOMSTICK CONTINUES LEADER AMONG AMERICAN SIRES OF 1913

The end of August found Broomstick leading stallion of North America in the total of money won 
by his progeny in the raciug of 1913. Had his brilliant sou. Whisk Broom II., remained sound and lit to 
race. Broomstick would undoubtedly have la-eit farther in advance of his closest competitors. However, 
in Buckhorn, Meridian, Black Broom. Leocliares, Princess Callaway, Barnegat. Nightstick and others, lie 
has worthy representatives to uphold him in his present position. His line of ancestry beginning in 'this 
country with Queen Mary’s sou. Bonnie Scotland, and coming down to the present time through Bramble 
and Ben Brush, is one of the la-st in the world, and such a grand horse as Whisk Broom II. should in bis 
time maintain it in prominence nobly. Second to Broomstick is the premier sire of 1912-11, Star Slmot 
and if Helios should prove equal to carrying off one or two of the principal events of the' approach in-’ 
Kentucky fall campaign he might achieve the primacy for a third year in succession. The good Ayrshire 
horse. Peep o’Day. has done exceedingly well this year and is pressing Star Shoot closely. But lie is now 
twenty years old and, after the manner of horse life, must soon disappear. Meantime iiis three-year-old 
sou. Cock o’ the Walk, is a real race horse In all respects. In the list of twenty leading sires fifteen arc 
American bred and five English bred. Usually for some years past It has lieeu almost a tic between the 
native and foreign breds. but at present such fine representatives of our own breeding as Uncle, Dick 
Welles. Yankee, Peter Pan, Cunard. Ort Wells and Stalwart have forged into prominence, largely because 
in the distressing condition of racing for some years past no one felt inclined to ini|>ort high-priced English 
thoroughbreds.

The Maryland Jockey 
Club Handicap, about one mile, was the day's 
star number. A field of nine ran for the purse of 
$500. tjn- most valuable *>f the meeting. After a 
spirited contest. Little England was returned the 
winner. Rosette Troxler, who was to have started 
riding today, was engaged for Little England, but 
having no riding equipment, bad to cancel his en- 
gagements for the day. 

.1. C. Ewalt won the -steeplechase, in which he 
made all of the running and won as bis rider. 
Tommy Wright, pleased. The closing dash saw the 
first disqualification ,,f the meeting. Blitz being set 
back after fiub.'iing first. He interfered with Potts 
Xevins twice and the last named was awarded first 
money. 

5V. P. Riggs, secretary of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, was among those at tin- track today and viewed 
the racing from the judges’ stand. 

Jockey Huestou gave a daring exhibition while 
riding Erato in the steeplechase. The saddle slipped 
half a mile from home, but Hueston managed to 
hold tin- saddle on long enough to finish the race 
and take second money with bis mount. Had the 
distance been a trifle longer tlie saddle would have 
drop|M-d to the ground. 

Matt J. Winn, tin- new manager of tlie Laurel 
track, is in town making preparations for tin- meet- 
ing to be held at that track next month. 

Late arrivals at Havre de Grace include the 
Talladt stable in charge of trainer Walter S. House 
and the strings <>f Guy Gray, J. L. Holland.

GOOD FOUNDATION LAID IN THE EAST. 



Results of Racing Season Just Ended Highly Grati- 
fying — Prospects for 1914 Excellent. 



The New York Telegraph, commenting upon raciug 
conditions in the east, lias this to say: 

“Racing has come back. No other conclusion 
can be reached after the magnificent season of sport 
that was conducted by the Saratoga Association. 
There was a doubt when it was decided to conduct 
meetings this year, ami to make certain the ful- 
fillment of each program a fund was raised by the 
owners and others interested in the thoroughbred 
to see to it that every obligation should be met. 

‘'Fortunately this fund was really mil necessary. 
Both the Saratoga Association and the Westchester 
Association made money. It was not the money 
that these associations made in the better days of 
tin- sport. I>ut tin- balances have been on the right 
side of the ledger. 

“What was fully as important as the actual 
making of money was the enthusiasm with which 
a resumption of the sport was welcomed. There 
is no denying that tin- horses were not up to tlie 
standard of a few years back, but that is a condi- 
tion that was inevitable with the devastation of 
the breeding farms, due solely to the anti racing 
legislation that forked so many farms out of busi- 
ness and at the same time resulted in tin- ship- 
ping away of many of the most desirable stallions 
and broodmares. 

“Now that it lias been proven that tin sport u 
dear to tlie red-blooded Americans these farms can 
lie re-stocked, and within a short time it is inevitable 
that tlie seasons of dearth will only be an unpleasant 
memory. 

•‘Already plans are la-ing made for future seasons 
and although there has lieeu no announcement of 
dates for 1914 there appears to In- no good reason 
why racing should not begin April 15 and close N<>- 
vemlier 15 in tlie state of New York. With the 
awakening of tlie sport in this state tin- wind- 
country has been greatly benefited, for New York 
has set the pace. 

“Tlie eireuits are widening and at this time horse- 
men have a better opportunity to race their horses 
and breeders have a better opportunity to market 
their yearlings than at any time since tin- adoption 
of the Hughes anti-racing laws. 

“Not even in tin- palmiest days of racing were the 
crowds lietter than those that attended tin- season 
just closed at Saratoga. From the" first day to the 
last the picturesque course was thronged, and some 
of the old-timers who saw Kentucky win the Travers 
in 1804 and have seen every running of the stake 
since that time have said that the crowds of 1913 
were the equal of any year. It was the test for rac- 
ing and racing lias won. it is a sport that is too 
big to be stamped out and it is so lusty that it 
will quickly come back to where it properly belongs. 

"There were a number of horsemen win were a 
tiit dubious aliotit tlie return of racing to New York 
when it was first announced that Belmont Park 
would be opened. They preferred to remain in Ken- 
tucky with their thoroughbreds or elected to take 
what Canada had to offer. As the Belmont Park 
meeting went on it carried with it conviction and 
one by one they came along, but it was not until 
Saratoga was reached that there was confidence 
enough to induce proper support. Next year it will 
lie different. Tie- associations have shown that 
these meetings can be conducted and with the 
famous old prizes that have been renewed the horse- 
men have a confidence that will result in bigger 
and better stakes than before. 

“Saratoga itself, after two lean years, has come 
to a hearty appreciation of what racing means for 
the village and it would he hard indeed to find a 
citizen who is not strong for the sport. Racing 
was not always as heartily and unanimously appre- 
ciated. lint fhe lean years taught a hitter lesson and 
this season the thoroughbreds were accorded their 
most hearty welcome. 

“The association lias already laid its plans for 
1914 and 1915. and it should only be tlie beginning 
of a new era when the horse will be returned to his 
proper place. In rebuilding, the Jockey Club has 
rebnllded well and tin- public has shown that no 
mistake has been made.”

DOUGLAS PARK ALREADY IN CONDITION. 

Louisville, l\y., September 4. — Though the com- 
ing meeting at Douglas Park, which will inaugurate 
the local autumn racing season, will not liegin until 
two weeks front the coming Tuesday, everything is 
already in readiness there for the big meeting. 
Under Manager John Hachtncister's orders Superin- 
tendent Duiis H. Noble has repainted all the build- 
ings. inside and out, ami this work is practically 
completed. Noble lias had the 2.000 grandstand 
chairs painted, and 136 benches, which are distrib- 
uted around the park surrounding the stand and 
paddock, have also been repainted. The administra- 
tion building. Manager Ilacbnicistcr's office, the 
stewards' quarters, the secretary’s office, the jock- 
eys' ipiarlers and the paddock have all been put in 
the I lest (xissible condition, and no expense spared 
to make them complete in every detail. Tlie lawns 
have been mowed, as well as the center field and lie 
grounds surrounding the staliles, and the big flower 
beds could not be more beautiful than at present. 
In fact, it is hard to Imagine a more sightly spot 
than Douglas Park now is and it will remain so 
until tlie meeting closes there, on Saturday. October 
4, the date set for tlie running of the liig race of 
the meeting, tlie $5,000 Louisville Cup. two miles. 
All the staliles not occupied have been assigned to 
horsemen, except a few stalls in tlie long barn at 
tlie entrance to the track, which will lie reserved 
for trainers having only one horse in eharge. 

Trainer Pete Coyne, who is due here from Sara- 
toga with tlie racing stable of George J. Dong, 
beaded liy that great four-year-old. Free Lance, 
will quarter his division of .Mr. Long's horses at 
Douglas Park, stable S having been reserved for this 
string. Free Lance is engaged in the Douglas Park 
luiiugural Handicap, to lie run on the opening day 
of tlie meeting, anil in the $5,000 Louisville Cup, 
while at tlie fall meeting of tlie New- Louisville 
Joekey Club lie lias been entered for tlie $15,000 
Kentucky Endurance Stakes, four miles. His engage- 
ments ttiis fail at l.atonia include tlie Autumn Inaug- 
ural Handicap aud the Latimia Cup. two miles and 
a quarter, others in the Long string coming to 
Douglas Park are the fast three-year-old filly. 
Seinprite, and the baud of two-year-nlils headed by 
the winners, Ralph, Harry L. and Eustace. Tlie 
Long horses now at Churchill Downs, in charge of 
trainer W. S. Hopkins, will remain at that course. 

Another stable that will arrive here within the 
next twenty-four hours consists of tlie horses in 
charge of W. M. Wallace, which are on their way 
from Windsor to Louisville. Wallace lias been as- 
signed stable room for eleven horses at Douglas 
Park. In liis string is that speedy filly. The Widow 
Moon. 

Stalls are ready at Douglas Park for tlie recep- 
tion of the noted three-.vear-old gelding. Hawthorn, 
and his stable companion. Blue Jay. owned liy tin* 
local turfman. Charles F. Bosehemeyer. and still in 
eharge of trainer W. S. Trevcy. Hawthorn’s engage 
mt-nts here this fall are in the Inaugural Handicap 
and Louisville Cup at Douglas Park, the Falls City 
Handicap, at Churchill Downs and tlie Autumn In- 
augural Handicap anil Latonia Cup at Latonfa. 
Trevey is quoted as saying recently that he expects 
Hawthorn to return to his best form this fall, as 
the gelding has always done well in training over 
the Louisville and Latonia tracks. He believes a 
short rest will enable tlie son of Hastings to round 
hark to the brilliant form lie showed last fail as 
a two-year-old at these tracks. 

Trainer R. McMillan is now at liis farm in 
Rootle County, preparing to ship to Douglas Park 
several horses that are to lie added to liis string at 
that track, comprising Wishing Ring and tlie maiden 
three-year-old. Jack Cavanagh. both of which have 
biiiic no racing since early slimmer. McMillan 
has several good prospects in the untried performers 
lie is bringing here from liis farm. Wishing Ring 
is looking better now than she lias since tlie summer 
of 1912. at Latonia, where she twice won and in 
one of her winning races paid the record odds of 
over 900 to 1 in the mntuels. 

Trainer A1 Kirby, who lias a string of six horses 
at Douglas Park, is in receipt of a letter from J. 
H. Respess to tin* effect that he will ship here liis 
ten horses, now in Canada, on September lO. Res 
pess has this string quartered at Windsor. He did 
not take any of his horses to Ottawa, and his rea- 
son for not returning to Kentucky sooner is that two 
fillies in liis stable have been ailing and lie did not 
care to ship them In the hot weather until they were 
better.
